Senator John P. Jones arrived ia 


Carson yesterday by private convey- 
ance, where ha was warmly received 
by the leading Republicans of Car- 
son and by our citizens irrespective 
of party.

to order. Judge W. H. Beatty was 
chosen President, and briefly and in 
the best possible taste he introduced 
to the anxious audience Senator John 
P. Jones. 
The appearance of Ne- 


vada's faithful Senator was the signal 
Cor long and earnest applause, upon 
the subsidence of which he com- 
menced his speech, which ho deliv- 
ered from manuscript. Perhaps the 
reader of the Morning Appeal who 
was unfortunate enough not to have 
been at the meeting last night, and 
who must vainly look in these small 
pages for even a summary of the 
speech, will get a slight knowlege at 
least of what it really was by the 
statement that it was a vigorous, 
manly effort, worthy of the man and 
the occasion. He treated of the sub- 
ject of legislation on freights and 
fares, claiming that the railroad cor- 
porations hod Deen treated munifi- 
cently by our Government in the 
matter of subsidies, 
He held that 


the discriminations against Nevada 
was unjust, that there was a remedy 
for it, and that he was in favor of ap 
plying that remedy. And here again 
vre are forced to but feebly give Sen 
alor Jones' able treatment of this im- 
portant subject. 
On the Chinese 


question, before which all other mat- 
ters drop into insignificance, he was 
clear, positive and forcible, Like all 
other subjects Senator Jones handles, 
he left no doubt here as to how he 
stood in regard to the Asiatic curse 
of this country. There was no sickly 
sentimentalism on this subject, but 
it was placed before his audience in 
language all could understand. The 
Bnrlingame treaty should be abro- 
gated, and that as quickly as the work 
could ba done. 
The history of the 


Silver Bill, a measure in which the 
Senator proved himself the people's 
worthy factor, was modestly treated, 
and the very hearty manner in which 
his hearers last night received tha ac- 
count of his stewardship, must have 
convinced him that they were thor- 
oughly satisfied with his great and 
successful effort in reroonetizing sil- 
ver. He give a careful and truthful 
account of the Congressional action of 
the two parties, Republican and Dem- 
ocratic, on financial matters, and on 
all questions involving the Nation's 
honor, showing that the Republican 
party had stood by its faith as 
pledged to the people, while the 
Democratic party had on every pos- 
sible occasion proved recreant to its 
trust.
